Mrs. Chsdwick Mum Today. 


New York, Dec. 2—Mrs. Cassie L. 


Chadvick made a spectacular effort 
this afternoon to escape from the re- 
porters. She left the Holland House 
and was driven rapidly away in a cab, 
followed by the newspaper men. The 
police stopped the Chadwick cab be- 
cause1 of fati, driving. She arrived at 
the Central 'Trust company's building 
and was hustled upstairs in an eieva- 
tor. The police could not keep the big 
crowd back and other officers were 
summoned. Mrs. Chadwick went to 
the office of Attorney Jolin who refus- 
ed to discuss the visit. 


Mrs. 
Chadwick is not yet ready to 


set forth those explanatory 
proofs 


which she has stated through her at- 
torneys in this city, are to clear up the 
apparent mystery connected with- her 
alleged extensive borrowings from the 
numerous banking institutions and 
private individuals, and also with her 
past life. Evidence was given by her 
last night that she had no intention 
of talking directly through the newspa- 
pers to the public in defense of her- 
self. A reporter was enabled to hold 
a brief conversation with Mrs. Chad- 
wick in an elevator of the 
Holland 


House. 


"Have yen anything that you would 


like to say?" Mrs. Chadwick 
was 


asked. 


She turned slowly and replied' 
"There is nothing for me to say," 


then she paused, "at this time."

Bank 
examiners are nearing their end of 
their work in the Oberlin National 
bank and the filing of their report will 
lift the ban as far as the mysterious 
securities held by that bank are con- 
cerned.

rassment 
President Beckwith still 


holds out hope from his sick bed that 
all will come out right. 


Cleveland merchants say Mrs. Chad- 


wick, during the last few months, has

on various banks.

Office boys 'and stenographers and 
erits are wagging their heads, laugh- 


ing at the hard-headed men of busi- 
ness who sit at mahogany desks and 
freeze up those who come to request a 
loan. 


The ensy-going, and those who have 


money to loan, prod one another with 
unhcly t&uir.bs and exclaim with mirth, 
that perhaps the banker is human 
after all. 


But the question remains Just the 


same—how difl Mrs. Chadwick get the 
money? There are some who believe 
in witches still and some who hold to 
witchery in modern form—hypnotism. 
When one acts strangely they say it 
is under hypnotic influence. But those 
who say it may not have understood 
the full meaning of the methods by 
which bankers come at a thing. 


The present instance has all of the 


elements of uncertainty about it, seem- 
ingly. 
Things have been done by a 


woman which men with inventions 'and 
great ideas of industrial development 
have not been able to accomplish in a 
life time. Seemingly, she touched first 
at one bank an Jthen another and 
drained their coffers dry.

heads and keen insight into business 
affairs, knowing the value of securities 
and collateral with the accuracy of the 
expert mechanic who calculates 
the

WORLD'S FAIR CO. ISSUES A 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


AH Debts of Exposition Have 


Been Paid. 


OVER TWENTY MILLION DOLLARS 


Have Been Expended and Ten Millions 


Received Through Admissions and 


Concessions. 


St. Louis, Dec. 2.—While it will be 


Impossible to obtain the actual re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the Louis- 
iana Purchase Exposition company be- 
fore than middle of December, Secre- 
tary Walter B. Stevpns of the World's 
fair made the following statement: 
"From reports that have been submit- 
ted of the admissions to the grounds 
up to 9 o'clock on the closing night, 
we estimate that the attendance on 
'Francis day* will be a few thousand 
in excess of 200,000 and that the at- 
tendance for the exposition period will 
be in the neighborhood of 18,800.000. 
In round numbers, the Exposition com- 
pany has expended $22,000,000 since 
the inception of the World's fair pro- 
ject, and the expenditures of the sev- 
eral states and territories have reach- 
ed a total of $9,000 noo. The receipts 
since the opening day. April 30, have 
amounted to about $10,000,000, consist- 
ing of admissions and concession roy- 
alties. 


"It can be authoritatively announced 


that all debts against the company 
have been paid, iviV. the exception of 
a few current accounts, such as sal- 
aries, etc., and these will, it is thought, 
consume nearly all the surplus, so that 
there will only be a very small amount 
left for the stockholders. From the 
amount of royalties collected by the 
Exposition company, it is estimated 
that the concessionaries of the Pike 
and other part? of the World's fair 
grounds have taken in at least $10,- 
000,000." 


Immediately upon the closing of the 


gates a large force of men began the 
work of packing and shipping the ex- 
hibits. There are more than HOO of- 
ficials of the United States customs 
service on the ground, and they will 
remain on duty until the last exhibit 
haj been shipped to the home address 
of the exhibitor, or to such other des- 
tination as may be selected. 


A brief but impressive ceremony 


held at the base of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase 
monument 
concluded 
the 


World's fair ar midnight. President 
D. R. Francis, accompanied by a num- 
ber of the officials of the exposition, 
congregated in the impromptu ros- 
trum. With the words, "Farewell, a 
long farewell to all your greatness." 
President Francis touched a small 
lever and instantly the illumination 
throughout the grounds ceased. Tho 
exposition was at an end.

Man Tried to Cross Lake 


in Aquatic Balloon. 


'Foolkiller No. 3'' Causes the 
Man's 


Death—The Coroner Has Called 


a Jury. 


Stevensvillc, ~I\Iich., Dec. 2.—Peter 


Nissen, who attempted .to cross Lake 
Michigan in 
a balloon boat called 


"Fool-killer No. 3," was found dead on 
the beach, two miles and a half west 
of here. Nissen is, supposed'fo'Tiave 
been washed ashore during the night. 
His "Fool-killer" was about 20 rods 
down the beach from the body and 
was considerably damaged. 
A life- 


preserver and an overcoat wore fas- 
tened to the basket-shaped car in tho 
boat The body was brought to Stev- 
ensville, where it lies in the town hall. 
The hands and face were frozen and 
the features reflected much suffering. 
When the wrecked aquatic balloon 
was examined one of Xissen's business 
cards was found, on the bark of which 
was a note from the dead adventurer 
saying an air hose upon which he de- 
pended to renew his supply of air had 
broken and that he was doomed to die 
of suffocation. It is believed hefe that 
Nissen was alive when his boat first 
touched the eastern shore of the lake. 
There was a smile on the face of the 
dead navijrfitor. His wrecked boat was 
hauled into Stevcnsvillc and a coron- 
er's jury was impaneled.

New Russian Loan. 


Paris. Dec. 2.—The bankers here ex- 


pect that the new Russian loan of 
$200,000,000 will be issued this or next 
month. A syndicate of French banks 
will take approximately $160,000,000 
and the German banks $100,000,000. 
The group of financiers which handled 
the last loan is not interested in the 
present flotation. The Credit Lyon- 
naise has the general direction of the 
loan, but it has not yet invited sub- 
scriptions or indicated the terms. The 
bankers say there is 
an unusual 


abundance of French money for the 
close of tho year, the prevailing dis- 
count rate being 2 per cent. This 
leads to tho belief tuat.the new loan. 
will be readily taken up at nearly par 
or above HS!i.
